Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 07 June 2004 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine, as evidence from the 
multiplicity of references Rowe, Klosterman, and Legall of record. The examiner disagrees;Rowe, Klosterman, and Legall are all 
electronic program guides facilitating in providing the user with information. Furthermore, Legall teaches searching for programming 
(Abstract) as does Rowe, wherein Rowe performs a search by means of category, sub-category, and programs. From the commonalities 
of the references and the features that are taught, the examiner asserts that the combination is proper. 

The applicant argues, "Within the Office Action, it is states that Legall does teach simultaneous display of categories, related channels, 
and associated individual content (see page 3, last paragraph)," in that Legall teaches that once the search is initiated via the "go" button 
that the window is shifted to display the power search result window (fig. 2, label 210). Whereas, the examiner recognizes this aspect, the 
independent claims recite, "in the same screen." Accordingly, Legall teaches the same screen in that the search information is merely 
shifted in a window (col. 3, II. 43-49). Consequently, Legall teaches simultaneous displaying in a same screen in a display of the set of 
categories, a set of related channels, and associated individual content. 
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
